MINING INSTITUTE. 


The formation ot local mining In- 


stitutes at a number 
of the coke 


works of the Connollsvllle region Is 
an encouraging sign of the times. It 
betrays an earnest desire on the part 
of the worklngmen and their boys to 
Improve themselves not only oE mining 
and coking knowledge, but likewise 
In general education with a vlow to 
bettering their condition in life. 


All ambition Is not unworthy. This 


is an ambition which may well be em- 
ulated at every coke plant In the re- 
gion. Whether the members of .these 
local mining institutes reach higher 
levels of occupation or not, they can- 
not, lose anything by the effort. They 
will at least become competent %vork- 
men "with every reasonable prospect 
of ultimate promotion and with the 
consciousness that they will bo able 
to perform "better service, and espe- 
cially In mining lo earn better wages. 


Coke operators, we repeat, should 


encourage such Institutes at least to 
the extent of providing a portion of 
the necessary cost of the same; and 
perhaps further by lending them t-he 
incentive oi their presence when pos- 
sible, and when not by requiring the 
presence of their proper representa- 
tives.

To Receive Notification.

It can 1>e reiterated that the 
proceedings of the committee consti- 
tuted In no se^ise an elimination of 
any man who h;is been considered in 
connection with the 
chairmanship. 


Frank H. (Hitchcock, Secretary Taft's 
manager, is said to be as dlstinclly a 
factor in tho chairmanship equation as 
he was prior to the meeting of tho 
mb-committce. Shortly after the re- 
ceipt of Mr. Hitchcock's telepram re- 
questing that he be not considered in. 
connection with the chairmanship on 
account of his health Secretary Taft 
telegraphed Mr. Hitchcock inquiring 
lollcitouiily about his condition.
